Research By Experiment 
Station Lays Foundation 
For Successful Agriculture 


By G. R. Townsend 

This occasion for the mward- 
ing of the Army “А” to Palm 
Beach County for excellence in 
agricultural production is a pro- 
рег. time to recount some of the 
foundations of that success 
which have been laid by re- 
search. The remarkable agricul- 
tural developments which you 
sec here in the Everglades, and 
this thriving community of Belle 
Glade have only recently emerg- 
ed from pioneer days when this 


area was considered the last 
frontier of Ameriea. Research 


has played no small part in this 
devdlopment through the last 
two decades, 

In 1926, Dr, R. V. Allison and 
his associates demonstrated that 
the sawgrass soils, which were 
generally considered unproduc- 
tive, could be greatly improved 
by the application of copper sul- 
phate. This finding was shortly 
followed up by the contribution 
of the late Н. Н. Wedgworth, 
showing that the yellowing and 
failure of beans on nearly neu- 


iral. or alkali; grass soils 
could be prevented: by the ap- 
plication of manganese sulphate 
in fertilizers or by spraying the 
affected plants. In 1934-35, the 
writer demonstrated that a de- 
ficiency of zine in the outlying 
sawgrass areas could be over- 
come -by spraying affected 
plants with solutions of zine sul- 
phate. 

"These three contributions are 
fundamental to agricultural pro- 
duction on our extensive outly- 
ing sawgrass soils, It would be 
conservative to say that the sol- 
ution of the zinc problem alone 
has brought in 20,000 acres of 
new land since 1935 and renders 
possible the future development 
of thousands of additional ncres. 

The solution of the problem 
connected with the deficiencies 
of copper, manganese, and zinc 
has permitted the workers at the 
Jverglades Experiment Station 
to turn their attention to а wid- 
er range of problems. These in-
